S n a k e V e n o m . 
The action of snake venom on eold 
blooded anim als has teen tested by Dr. 
Noguchi In a long series of experi­ 
ments. 
Three venoms were employed 
—viz, those of the cobra, w ater moc­ 
casin and 
rattlesnake. 
Snakes and 
frogs succumb easily to cobra ven­ 
om, but are relatively Unsusceptible to 
the other venoms. 
Turtles are more 
susceptible to all venoms than the 
foregoing, nml fish are still more so. 
The grasshopper and some erabs are 
almost Insusceptible, while the lobster 
Is only moderately resistant. 
Except­ 
ing the earthw orm , all the worms show­ 
ed a low degree of susceptibility. The 
venoms have little effect on the eclil- 
noderm ata; 
sea 
urchins 
succumbed, 
however, but starfish and sea cucum­ 
bers were not perceptibly affected.—

Indianapolis Democracy Suffers Frorrt 
Too Many Bosses. 
Indianapolis, Nov. 30.—W hile it Is 
still alm ost a year until Indianapolis 
will elect city officers, there Is already 
a great deal of political talk regarding 
possibilities in that direction. 
The 
fight will not open, of course, until 
after the legislature is over and th at 
much of the political grist disposed 
of. 
But that the contest will open up 
bright and early next spring goes al­ 
most without saying. There is already 
talk that the Democrats will not be 
as harmonious as they were In the 
last election, and if there is the slight­ 
est hreak in their ranks this will mean 
the loss of the city fo them as well as 
the county, which went so overwhelm­ 
ingly Republican in the last election. 
The principal fight will come, it is 
said, to control the organization. There 
are really th r o factions among the 
Democrats in this county Just at pres­ 
ent, 
How they will ally them selves 
when it comes to making the fight for 
city nominations rem ains to be seen. 
Two years ago Jam es L. Keach or­ 
ganized the city and took control of 
affairs away from the old Taggart-Bell 
crowd much to their surprise. 
Last 
spring the Bell-Fanning crowd again 
got on top and selected the county 
organization. 
They picked out two 
young men to have m anagement, in 
name. Chairman Charles Clarke and 
Charles 
Pettljohn. 
secretary. 
The 
old m anagers really kept the control 
of m atters in their own hands, how­ 
ever. 
Now the young men, however, 
are trying to organize a faction of 
their own to take charge of affairs. 
They have the m achinery in their hands 
so far as the county is concerned, and 
with this assistance may be able to 
give the old-tim ers of both other fac­ 
tions a run for their money. 


The m ilitary prison at the m ilitary 
post site northeast of Indianapolis 
seem s to be an assured fact. 
Secre­ 
tary Taft, of the war departm ent, has 
made provision for the erection of 
the prison in his budget of necessary 
expenses of the departm ent for the 
next year, and it is more than likely 
that the question will be settled by act 
of congress making the appropriation. 
It was a great surprise when Gen. 
Chaffee’s report was made public and 
it was found that he had recommended 
the erection of a prison at Ft. H trri- 
son. 
That the m atter is evidently a 
departm ent affair and is to be pushed 
as such is shown by the report of Sec­ 
retary Taft, whicn was made public 
yesterday. 
W hile offering no com­ 
ment on Gen. Chaffee’s recommenda­ 
tion, Secretary Taft has inserted an 
item of $200,000 for the erection of 
the prison at Indianapolis in his es­ 
tim ate of expenses for thi3 year. This 
means that the item will be included 
in the general appropriation bill and 
unless congress objects it will be 
passed as a part of the regular allow­ 
ance to the war departm ent. 


The plan being adopted by some of 
the interurban lines operating out of 
Indianapolis whereby traffic arrange­ 
ments have been made with certain 
steam roads for the handling of pass­ 
engers for long rides has certainly 
Increased the advantages cf the roads 
as carrying mediums, while at the 
same tim e better feeling exists be- 
tw’een the interurbans and the steam 
lines as a result. 
One of the roads 
which has been in the lead in this 
work is the Lebanon, or N orthwest 
line. By arrangem ent with the Clover 
Leaf road the special trains of the 
interurban make connections with the 
passenger trains, thus giving direct 
connection with sm aller prices for all 
points on the Clover Leaf. 
As the 
railroad has been running exceedingly 
low excursions to St. Louis, many 
people have taken advantage of the 
possibilities of direct connections over 
the traction line and steam road to 
have about half the ordinary fare over 
the direct railroad lines.
